“In the 60 years in which I have been working in Brazil, 
this is the first time that I find my feetings dominated by 
pessimism.” wrote Adolpho Bloch in Manchett, a popular 
magazine of which he is tbe founder and director. 

Headlines tell almost daily of bankruptcy of major 
companies, overpasses have become shelters for dispos- 
sessed families and mobs of poor are looting food stores. 
There are no unempltyment lines, but in BrazQ there are 
no out-of-work benefits to line op for. 

Rio re mains staggeringly beautiful, but there is a sense 
of decay. People express hopes that tbe continued tighten- 
ing of the economy to ease f be country’s indebtedness wiB 
not provoke a social convulsion, but no one sees a way out. 

Brazilians have never shown a bent for organized re- 
dress of grievances. The conditions in which most of them 
live have long been the kind that have produced revolu- 
tions elsewhere. 

The nature of Brazil's decline L« distinct from that of its 
neighbors not only because, with $90 billion in loans, it 
owes the most but also because the hopes that are being 
dashed were literally boundless.

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Grenada Junta Galled Front for Marxist 

Ideologue Bernard Coard Took Control of Island in Coup, Observers Say

MIAMI — It started as a philo- 
sophical debate among revolution- 
ary friends on a tropical island. It 
ended with the execution of one 
Marxist by a more dogmatic one in 
a grab for power. 

That is how West Indian sources 
describe the bloody coup in Grena- 
da this week that left Prime Minu- 
ter Matinee Bishop three cabi- 
net ministers dead and the country 
nominally under the control of a 
ragtag teen-age army. 

Western sources here, in Barba- 
dos, and in Trinidad all said they 
had heard accounts by witnesses 
who asserted that Mr. Bishop and 
Ms chief aides were executed 
Wednesday. 

The People's Revolutionary 
Army of Grenada, commanded by 
Hudson Austin, a correspondence 
school engmeer-turned-jailer- 
tumed-general, has said the deaths 
came in a battle with troops. 

Grenada, a mountainous island 
with a population of about ! 1 1,000 
inhabitants situated between Bar- 
bados and Trinidad near the Vene- 
zuelan coast, was closed to the 
outside world Thursday amid a 24-

Although the information was 
sketchy and based on reports of 
travelers and infrequent telephone 
contacts, the sources said political 
power in Grenada now rests with 
Bernard Coard, an ambitious

“You have only to talk to Austin to 
know that he is barely more than 
literate.” 

Mr. Coard, a more orthodox 
Marxist than Mr. Bishop, believed 
that the party, not the personality, 


should rule. He called for power- 
sharing and collective leadership, 
Mr. Gordon said. 

The two apparently 
argued with particular rancor over 
two national issues. 

Mr. Bishop had ordered the writ- 
ing of a new constitution and 
talked of elections. Mr. Coard ap- 
parently feared, however, that elec- 
tions would solidify Mr. Bishop’s 
control at the expense of the party.

U.S. Supplies , Training 
Beef Up Lebanese Army

WASHINGTON — The United 
States has shipped large quantities 
of militar y equipment and ammu- 
nition to Lebanon since the latest 
cease-fire was declared there, con- 
siderably improving the combat 
ability of the Lebanese Anny, ac- 
cording to Defense Department 
officials. 

While many of the supplies, in- 
cluding 68 M-48 tanks, armored 
personnel carriers, cannon and am- 
munition. were requested before 
the cease-fire, many began to arrive 
just as it took effect Sept. 26. As a 
result, the officials say, the Leba- 
nese have had ample time to absorb 

the new goods and hardware. 

The cease-fire has given the 100 
or so American mfliiary advisers in 
Lebanon a good opportunity to 
train more units. One Pentagon of- 
ficial says the Lebanese Army is 
now “70 percent trained and the 
best they’ve ever had,” although he 
adds that “it’s all relative because 
so many problems still remain.” 

The new supplies included tanks 
drawn from National Guard units 
around the United Stales. “We 
wanted them fast.” one official 
said. Some other shipments, espe- 
cially ammunition, have also been 
rushed in to take advantage of the 
luB, Pentagon sources said. 

Although the army is better-sup- 
plied and better-trained, it still has 
problems, the most serious being 
the possibility that die factionalism 
dividing Lebanese society might rip 
the army apart- Since fighting be- 
tween Chrikian and Druze forces 
in the mountainous Chuf region, 
600 Druze officers and soldiers 
have declared that they are consci- 
entious objectors.

Poverty’s Cost 

The House Ways and Means 
Committee, addressing ques- 
tions that stir more interest on 
Capitol HD1 titan in the White 
House, has been taring testi- 
mony on the widerdng “poverty 
gap” in the United Stats. 

The official poverty line, 
which is adjusted each year as 
inflation pushes the cost of liv- 
ing higher, is defined as $9,862 
for an urban family of four. In 
1982, the committee was told by 
the Census Bureau, 344 million 
Americans — IS percent of the 
population — lived below that 
him. The percentage has risen in 
each of the last f oar years. 

The rise reflects inflation, un- 
employment, reduced social 
programs and slow economic 
growth. But Peter Gottschaflc of 
the Institute for Research on 
Poverty, headquartered at the 
University of Wisconsin, told 
the co mmi ttee that even recent 
economic growth trends would 
not bring down the poverty rate 
over the next two years. 

It would take S45 bUHoa in 
transfers of cash mfwM to put 
everyone above the poverty 
line, according to Rudolph Pen- 
ner, director of the Congressio- 
nal Budget Office: But he and 
other vritnesses aaid even tiiat 
would not indude the costs of 
administering the transfer, 
which would undoubtedly be 
cnonnons.

WASHINGTON — President Ronald Reagan asked the widow erf 
the Rev. Martin Luther King Jr. on Friday to take no offense to his 
remarks Wednesday about whether King had been a Communist 
sympathizer. But in a personal letter written 19 days ago, it was 
disclosed , Mr. Reagan sard the perception of King held by many was 
“based on an image, not reality.” 

In that letter, Mr. Reagan expressed reservations about creating a 
legal holiday in King’s honor. On Wednesday night, a few hoots after 
the Senate voted overwhelmingly to es t ab l ish a King holiday, the 
president said at a news conference he would sign the bQL 

Mr. Reagan’s letter replied to one he had received from the former 
governor of New Hampshire, Meldrim Thomson, who asked flic 
president to veto the bQL In the letter, Mr. Thomson called King “a 
irv»n of immoral character whose frequent association with leading 
agents of communism is well established.” 

Mr. Reagan replied, “I have the same reservations you have, but 
here the perception of too many people is based on an image, not 
reality” 

Mrs. King and many of bra supporters were critical of Mr. Reagan’s 
response Wednesday night, when be was asked whether he thought 
the slain civil rights leader had been a Communist sympathizer. 
Referring to FBI files on King that were ordered sealed by a federal 
court until the year 2027, Mr. Reagan replied: “Well know in about 
35 years, woo’t we?”

Throngs of West Europeans, mostly Ger- 
mans and Britons, are staging long-planned 
marches against midear missile s. They Hlamc 
mostly America for having to live with new 
variants of The Bomb, not even crediting 
America, or The Bomb, for their ri ght to 
march. They want the sympathy and support 
of the many Americans who are equally dis- 
mayed by the midear arms race and byaU-S. 
government that has been less than vigorous in 
pursuing arms control. The marchers deserve 
some sympathy, but not much support. 

They are not choosing life over death, as 
many of them contend, or Red over dead, as 
many of their critics charge. They are fright- 
ened by the idea of deterrence, of preserving 
peace by a balance of terror. Their anxiety is 
justified, but the terror can only be controlled, 
not eliminated. To let public anxiety in the 
West become an instrument of Soviet military 
policy is no way to reach a safer balance. 

As dear majorities of West German, British 
and Italian voters have recognized this yeas, 
the alliance is better off with The Bomb than 
without. And after four years of negotiations 
in which the Soviet posture has been far more 
negative than Amenca’s, the allies are better 
off deploying new missiles in Europe than not. 

To delay, as the marchers tfanianrf, would 
expose the allies as incapable of coordinating 
their defenses and diplomacy. It would reward 
the Soviet drive to divide the West, and thus 
gravely damagw the diplomacy of arms control. 

With the start of NATO deployments, the 
Russians wiQ step op their war of nerves. They 
may threaten to leave the Geneva talks or roll 
more missiles nearer Europe’s heart. Bui no 
military measures on either side can signifi- 
cantly alter the power balance. These nnssile 
“modernizations” have become a test of Soviet 


and American political strength on the Conti- 
n«it Only when the Kremlin concedes faHore 
at undermining the Western governments is it 
likdy to bargain with them properly. 

The Enropean peace movement, in the view 
of one of hs British founders, EP. Thompson, 
is experiencing “death of a sort” But not, as he 
contends, because the West has cleverly ma- 
nipulated the Geneva negotiations to produce 
a NATO public relations success. The West’s 
record in diplomacy and public relations looks 
good only because the Kremlin’s record and its 
inept handling of the Sooth Korean airliner 
affair have been so much worse. 

The question is why. Are the Russians really 
as concerned as they pretend about the deploy- 
ment of S72 American warheads? Even if com- 
pleted, die deployment would increase the 
number aimed at Soviet territory fay only 
about 6 percent. Are they worried most about 
108 Pershing-2 missiles in West Germany — 
10 minutes from the Moscow region? If so, 
most of that deployment can still be prevented. 

The Enropean governments would have 
jumped at the land of agreement explored 
informally in the Geneva woods last year to 
limit the West to 75 cruise wimilft launchers 
with 300 warheads while the Soviet force in 
Europe is reduced to 75 SS-20s with 225 war- 
heads. But Moscow holds firm against any 
deployment of medium-range UJS. missiles to 
match its array on the Continent. And that is a 
pre scrip tion for splitting die aflaes* defense 
arrangements from America’s. It is a political 
challenge, not a serious reckoning of aims. 

Neither side realty needs new nuclear weap- 
ons in Europe. But no redactions wiD be 
achieved until the Russians recognize that 
there really is a cohesive Western side.

Failures in Grenada 


However bad the situation in Grenada pre- 
viously, it is now worse. The leftist regime that 
seized power an that small island in 1979 has 
itself fallen victim to violence, and the undif- 
ferentiated U.S. hostility to leftists in the 
Western Hemisphere has been rewarded with a 
hard lurch to the dogmatic and pro-Soviet left 
Whether Prime Minister Maurice Bishop’s re- 
gime could have been hired into moderation 
will never be known, but his killing suggests 
the inadequacy of policies that seek to influ- 
ence leftist regimes by shunning them. 

Some responsibility for Grenada’s aban- 
donment of democratic forms belongs to Mr. 
Bishop's predecessor, the quirky authoritarian 
Sir Eric Gaiiy. He combined strong-arm rule 
with an exotic foreign policy geared to his 
fascination with flying saucers. Mr. Bishop’s 
New Jewel Movement, strongly influenced by 
the New Left and Black Power thinking of the 
1960s. promised something better. But in four 
years it disappointed hopes for democratic 
change and traded flying saucers for un- 
abashed avowal of Cuban and Soviet c»n«s. 


Recently Mr. Bishop bad began to talk of 
evolution toward a system muting some free 
enterprise and constitutional democracy with 
dements of Cuban-style Socialism. Kit that 
op ening was ignored by the Reagan adminis- 
tration, which refused to exchange ambassa- 
dors or even give Mr. Bishop a proper hearing 
when he visited Washington this year.

Let the Car Quota Expire Competing

It is stiD possible to buy a Japanese automo- 
bile in America if it is loaded with expensive 
options, reports a Toyota salesman. But “if 
you want to pick the odor, I g^ve you less than 
a 5Q-50 chance erf ever getting the car you 
want." President Reagan declaims against die 
kind of trade protection that thus impinges cm 
consumers' choice and forces them to pay the 
bills of less efficient domestic industries. But 
responding to pre-election pressure from Big 
Auto, the Reagan administration is not Hkdy 
to let an adequate supply of Japanese models 
reach American dealers any time soon. 

Japan agreed in 1981 to bnrit sales in Ameri- 
ca to 1.68 million cars a year; Detroit argued 
that it needed time to betid competitive mod- 
els. That two-year agreement was then extend- 
ed to a third year and provided tbe breathing 
space that Detroit wanted. But it did not come 
cheaply. The sturdy little no-frills cars that 
most appealed to consumers have virtually 
disappeared, hi a seller's market, manufactur- 
ers shifted to the high-markup luxury models. 


And, most distressing Detroit seems to have 
bought very little with our time and money. 

Chrysler, Ford and American Motors now 
make small cars comparable in quality to for- 
eign models. But, due largely to labor costs 
that exceed the national manufacturing aver- 
age by half, Detroit has yet to earn a profit on 
the sort of stripped-down 57,000 car that the 
Japanese sold for $5,000 a few years ago- There 
are signs that General Motors thinks it will 
never prosper in the small-car market without 
help from abroad. It plans to import subcom- 
pacts from two Japanese firms next year. 

If the Reagan administration were serious 
about open trade it would let the quota expire. 
At the very least it would demand wage and 
price cuts from American companies in return 
for any extension. But the only demands it has 
made thus far are on the Japanese. The only 
envisioned concession to consumers is an in- 
crease in the Japanese quota roughly equal to 
GM*s planned imports. Some concession.

WASHINGTON — Tbe exchange of letters 
between President Roosevelt and Mr. Kalanin 
president of the central executive committee erf 
the U-S-SJtL, looking forward to recognition erf 
Russia by America drew varied expressions of 
opinion from congressional leaders, with the 

majority in favor. The president’s move for 
resumption of diplomatic relations with Rus- 
sia received unqualified approval from French 
papers reflecting official approval, but the 
conservative journals, addle finding valid rea- 
son s for the move on the score of American 
internal and external policy, predicted all sorts 
of dire consequences for the United States as a 
result of the contemplated rapprochement 
with tbe Bolshevist government.

Everyone favors competition’s eco- 
nomic benefits: consumer choice, 
price rivalry.

All protected mar- 
kets create vested interests, 
and firms adjust to existing 
Once markets open up, rules change, 
and those who prospered under the 
old may suffer under the new. 

: Tbe pain of this is now becoming 
increasingly widespread as a variety 
of factors — new technologies, in- 
creased imports, deliberate govern- 
ment deregulation — spread compe- 
tition into industries where it has 
been minimal or nonexistent. 

Item : Although deregulation has 
helped railroads, it has hurt some 
shippers. The railroads* new freedom 
to close weak branch lines has de- 
prived some Midwestern grain eleva- 
tors of freight service; farmers now 
have to track their gram to more 
distant elevators for consolidation 
into larger, more efficient trains. 

Item: For years, tbe Federal Com- 
munications Commission propped 
up long-distance telephone rates to 
subsidize residential rates. The bade 
cost of residential service is about 528 
a customer, but the monthly charge 

totals roughly SI 1. Longdistance and 

other services provide the rest, but 
increasing competition for krag dis- 
tance traffic is now forcing the FCC 
to reduce the local subsidy. 

Item: Banking deregulation has 
contributed to high interest rales. For 
years, government eatings on savings 
account interest rates forced many 
depositors to accept low rates. The 
removal of those restrictions means 
higher returns for savers but adds to 
tiie burdens of debt-laden fanners, 
firms and consumers. 

Item : Since tracking deregulation 
in 1980, price competition among 
truckers has in tensified dramatically; 
independent pricing actions have in- 
creased by a factor of eight High- 


cost companies with wdl-paid union 
drivers have lost business to low-cost, 
non-muon operators. Tbe Teamsters 
Union estimates that tbe number of 
workers under its National Freight 
Agreement has declined by roughly 
one- third from 300,000 in 1979. 

Tbe sheltering of markets involves 
subsidies and privileges. Some, like 
the FCC subsidy, are dleiibefate, 
while others are acddentaL In the 
1930s, for example, airlines agreed to 
a pilot pay formula tied to, among 
other thmgs, plane weight. As jets got 
bigger, pilots’ pay skyrocketed. Tigfrt 
federal regulation permitted this by 
preventing new airlines from fo rming 
and by allowing old ones to pass 
highs costs along in higher fares. 

Changed market rules upset these 
arrangements. Since deregulation in 
1978, the number of America’s major 
airlines has increased from 25 to 44. 
The share of traffic of the big camera 
has shrunk from 91 to 79 percent 
Price competition from low-cost car- 
riers has inflicted large losses and 
forced high-cost carriers to cut ex- 
penses. Bankrupt Braniff and Conti- 
nental are the most obvious results. 

On an individual level, this is mon- 
strously unfair. Tbe average Conti- 
neural stewardess or pilot simply 
benefited from a regulatory system 
that suddenly has been yanked away. 
Ditto tot the home phone customer, 
the abandoned Midwestern devalor 
operator or the unemployed Team- 
ster. Imports' effects on industries 
seem only slightly less arbitrary. 

Competition, then, naturally be- 
gets agitation for protection. Airline 
unions and the Teamsters want regu- 
lation restored because it under- 
pinned their bargaining power. Like- 
wise, steel workers and auto workers 
urge import protection. Many con- 
gressmen now favor 
venting reduced long-distance 
dies for home phone service. 

Treat these arguments skeptically. 
They are largely self-serving. Old 
habits are not easily altered by new 
realities. This year major airline 
unions (not the pilots) received a 


three-year increase from TWA ex- 
ceeding 30 percent That completely 
ignored the indnstry’s economics. 

Competi tion threatens hntimioQi 
designed to provide security. Corpo- 
rate bankruptcies intended to break 
labor contracts may inspire workers 
to break the same contracts. 

Government confronts the contra- 
dictions. While paying lip service to 
competition's virtues, citizens want 
it to shhdd them against its 
effects. Unless these con- 
notions are clarified, increased 


competition will mean increased de^ 
mands for protection. 

By disapHmsg wages and pry**, 
competition helps check infla tion; by 
e n h anc in g efficiency, it helps raise 
living standards. Far years, we have 
taken its benefits for granted; only its 
disruptive side effects co mmande d 
attention. We may now be learning 
that you don’t get the tfisefetine with- 
out fearing the disruption. The only 
thing worse than living with competi- 
tion may be Irving without iL 
National Joumtd.

T OKYO — It is hard to say 
which is rarer in Japan — Art 
Deco buildings or modem paint- 
ings. But for the next three months, 
art enthusiasts here have an unusu- 
al opportunity to view prime exam- 
ples of both. 

Japan's newest museum, the To- 
kyo Metropolitan Tries Art Muse- 
um. which opened Oct. 8, is housed 
in a renovated Art Deco mansion 
designed by a French ar- 
chitect, Henri Rapin. The structure 
was bufil 51 years ago as a resi- 
dence for a Japanese prince, but its 
marble walls and pressed-glass 
doors have been restored to vintage 
perfection. 

On the walls are 100 works of art 
on loan from the Solomon R_ Gug- 
genheim Museum in New York 
City. “Modem Art in the West,” as 
the inaugural exhibition is called, 
will be on view through Dec- 25. It 
features 20th-century art of both 


America and Europe, from Cubism 
to photo-realism, and hs roster of 
artists begins with Picasso, Georges 
Braque and Juan Gris and con- 
dudes with Roy Lichtenstein and 
Jasper Johns. 

In keeping with the An Deco 
backdrop, special attention has 
been lavished on the Bauhaus and 
De Stijl movements, with appropri- 
ate works by Vasily Kandinsky, 
Piet Mondrian and Paul Klee. 

For many Japanese, Impression- 
ist and School of Paris paintings 
still represent the West at its most 
adventurous.

Uncut 'Heaven’s Gate’ Is London Hit

L ONDON — “Heaven's Gale," 
t the costly Western that was 
massacred by New York film crit- 
ics in 1980, is bade in an uncut 
version that has packed a London 
cinema and drawn raves from Brit- 
ish reviewers. 

“The major Western of the 70s, 
an exceptional film,” and “not a 
film to be missed” were some of the

At the 
trfrn», said Variety, it was the third- 
most expensive film ever. The film 
came, to symbolize sky’s- th e-limit 
spending in Hollywood. 

After the disastrous reception in 
New York, the film’s U.S. bookings 
were canceled, 75 minutes of it

Since its disastrous debut, the 
full-length version has only been 
shown at film festivals and some 
European art cinemas. 

“There are at least 30 cinemas in 
Britain that would dearly love to 
show the uncut version," Turner 
said. “The problem is that it’s only 
available on a 70mm print. It badly 
needs a 35mm print to get a wider 


commercial showing. That's sad 
because this is a classic, one of the 
few really great American films of 
the last 20 years." 

David CastcD said in The Sun- 
day Telegraph: “The truncated 
- film was disappointing and confus- 
ing. The restored version is little 
snort of magnificent. . . . Here is 
the major Western of the 70s, an 
exceptional film.” 

The Times of London’s Geoff 
Brown said of the film: “One 
emerges from the complete Heav- 
en’s Gate’ dubious, perhaps, about 
its intellectual worth, but dazzled 
and moved by its magnetic power.” 

The only soar comment came 
from the London Standard’s Alex- 
ander Walker, who wrote: “A mar- 
tyred masterpiece stubbornly failed 
to materialize before my hopeful 
eyes. . . . This I hope will be the 
’Gate’s’ positively last opening.”

Banks Face Public-Relations Problem Analy sts 
In Seeking Support for Their Rescue 
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EW YORK — - The Kg commercial banks that have in

The rialnc to the banks' earning s and capital positions, if not to their 
survival, are aggravated by uncertainty over whether Congress will pass 
an tft 4- hfllinn ap pro p ropriatim for the IMF.lt is urgently needed if the 
fund is to carry on its operations for a rescue of the debtor countries and, 
in effect, of the banks.

Congress into repealing interest tax withholding — the big banks made a 
strategic, decision not to get out in front to fight fo r fire IMF l e gi s lat i on . 

Instead the lobbying is being done on Capitol Hill by the Business 
Roundtable, the Emergency Committee for American Trade and the UJ5. 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Their concern is that failure to pass the IMF bill would be extremely 
costly to UJ5L trade with the demoping countries and to tbe jobs of 
American workers. They point out that exports from this country now 
amount to more than S200 bflHoa a year, with one-fourth going to the 
Third World. Of all the new j obs created in the past 12 years, 80 percent 
were export-related. And one out of seven jobs in the United States is tied 
to exports.

NEW YORK — The narrowest 
measure of (he U.S. money supply 
climbed 52.4 billion in the latest 
week, surprising the credit market, 
which had expected a decline. It 
was seen as an “extremely nega- 
tive” number ahead of next week’s 
Treasury refunding announcement. 

“Tbe number is not threatening 
in itself," said W illiam v. Sullivan 
Jr., senior vice president at Dean 
Witter Reynolds Inc. "But it’s con- 
trary to expectations and coming in 
advance of a major refunding an- 
nouncement, h's extremely nega- 
tive" 

The Treasury is to announce its 
fourth-quarter refunding plans 
next week, which is expected to be 
about 514 billion. 

“Clearly the Street was expecting 
a $1 bfllion-J I jS billion decline," 
Mr. Sullivan said. “Bond prices fell 
about a point following the Fed's 
announcement, underscoring the 
bearish reaction." 

Many analysts believe that M-l 
is being distorted by tbe newly de- 
regulated deposit certificates at 
b anks .

Firms Seeking Stratagems to Survive 
In the Chaotic Economy of Argentina

BUENOS AIRES — The expansion plan for Daghe 
SA, a pioneer computer dealership and service com- 
pany, was supposed to be completed in 45 days. But 
that turned out to be just a bit too long range for doing 
business in Argentina's chaotic economy. 

By late November the five-year-old company had 
planned to inaugurate one of the South American 
nation's first all-purpose computer stores, stocked 
with home computers, accessories and a broad selec- 
tion of literature. 

But as Gabriel Fagnilli, chid 1 executive officer and 
part owner of Daghe, flew back from the United States 
with product orders two weeks ago, tbe project was 
unceremoniously derailed by the nation’s foreign-debt 
crisis. 

A ban on imports had joined a rampaging 350- 
percent inflation rate, 45-percent-a-month interest 
rates, a plague of wildcat strikes and ever-changing 
state regulations to frustrate even tbe most routine 
Argentine b usiness t ransac tions. 

“Those gentlemen, more than anything, are incom- 
petents,” Mr. FagniHi's younger brother and partner, 
Heman, said in an outburst of bitter frustration with 
President Reynaldo Bignone's military government. 

“The only thing they know how to do is run a’ 

regiment, and that only in time of peace." 

The elder Fagnilli estimates that the company can 
hold out until March by selling existing stock and 
eating into its working capitaL After that, he may be 
forced to lay off most of his 25 employees, the 38-year- 
old executive said. 

The trials of Daghe are only one example of the 
many woes facing Argentine businesses in the difficult 
interregnum between military and constitutional rule. 
Presidential elections are slated for OcL 30. 


Tbe mfliiary, retreating from power after Th years 
in power, has struggled to bring mounting economic 
disorder under control by, among other thing s, damp- 
ing controls an prices and interest rates, and forcing 
companies to give employees wage bonuses. 

But with its authority on the wane; the government 
instead has alienated many businessmen, driving them 
increasingly into the already thriving underground 
economy simply to survive. 

Widely used black markets offer otherwise unavail- 
able foreign currencies and credit at double and triple 
the official exchange and interest rales, respectively. 

Tax evasion is a time- honored business practice but 
the margins of on- the- books activity have decreased 
sharply with the economic crisis, businessmen said. 

Merchants systematically understate their earnings 
to avoid an 18-percent value-added tax. Businesses 
pay employees wages on and off the books to avoid 
social-benefit payments and to hdp the wage earner 
escape income taxes. 

Economists estimate that there have been more than 
$1 billion in illegal exports so far this year, all unrec- 
orded in official statistics. 

"An exporter who ships products out of the country 
illegally can change his earnings on the black market, 
doubling his profits," a business source said. “He also 
avoids paying export taxes." 

Tbe volatile political and economic chmate has left 
most b usinessm en unwilling to be quoted by name. 
But merchants accuse their banks of rejecting checks 
for alleged imperfections only because the banks have 
liquidity problems. Bill collectors claim that compa- 
nies routinely demand early payment of bills, wnOe 
delaying payment of their own obligations.

TOKYO — With the value of the 
yen firming and the Japanese econ- 
omy in need of stimulus, the Banfr 
of Japan said Friday that it is re- 
ducing tbe official discount rate by 
half a percentage point, to 5 per- 
cent. The cut, which lakes effect 
Saturday, is the first reduction in 
the benchmark rate since Decem- 
ber 1981. 

The discount-rate announce- 
ment came after the Japanese cabi- 
net earlier in the day had approved 
a package of measures intended to 
increase economic growth and re- 
spond to foreign criticism of ja- 
pan's trading practices. 

As reported, the government 
plans to increase public- works 
spending by $8.1 billion and cut 
taxes by $5 billion during the next 
IK years. To ease frictions with its 
trading partners, Japan is to trim 
tariffs on 44 items, accelerate by at 
least one year the scheduled tariff 
cuts on 1,268 goods that were 
agreed at the 1 979 Tokyo Round of 
multilateral trade negotiations, 
provide import financing for man , 
ufactured goods and consider ways 
to open up its capital markets. 

The discount-rate cut had been 
widely expected by foreign-curren- 
cy traders, and it has already been 
reflected in the yen's value. In fact, 
the yen strengthened against the 
U.S. dollar despite ihe central 
bank's decision, dosing at 23110 
yen, compared with 233.15 on 
Thursday. Over the past two years, 
the strength of the dollar against 
the yen has restrained Japan from 
reducing its interest rates to stimu- 
late economic growth. A weak yen 
makes Japan's exports cheaper in 
foreign markets, thus enlarging its 
already huge trade surpluses with 
other nations. 

Yet with U.S. interest rales eas- 
ing recently, tbe yen has firmed. In 
mid-August, tbe yen-doDar rate 
was as high as 247. 

The discount-rate cut was wel- 
comed by economists and corpo- 
rate executives, who said it would 
help boost private investment, 
though not strongly. 


“The half-percent reduction is 
better than nothing, but it is still 
not enough," said Masaru Yoshi- 
tomi, chief economist of tbe Eco- 
nomic P lanning Agency. 

Mr. Yoshitomi pointed out that 
when the discount rate was lowered 
in 1981, consumer inflation was at 
4 2. percent a year, while the current 
inflation rate is 1.5 percent. Thus, 
for the past two years, inflation- 
adjusted interest rates have been 
rising. 

Despite the declining inflation, 
Japan previously felt that it could 
not lower its interest rates without 
further weakening the yen because

US. to Bequest 
Japan to Extend 
Car-Export Curb

WASHINGTON — Tbe 
United States is a one- 
year extension of a voluntary 
agreement with Japan that 
would allow a small increase in' 
the number of Japanese cars 
exported to the United States, 
sources said Friday. 

An agreement, now in its 
third year but expiring in 
March 1984, limits Japanese 
auto makers to exporting 1.68 
million cars to the United 
States each year. Sources said 
an extension could allow up to 
1.8 million Japanese cars mto 
the country. 

Ihe United Auto Workers 
and a number of congressmen 
have urged an extension, but 
there has been no agreement 
yet. 

A source familiar with U.S. 
Trade Representative William 
E. Brock’s petition said it “was 
accurate” to say that the United 
States was sedring a one-year 
extension allowing 1.8 million 
cars. The source said Japanese 
leaders have been told of the 
proposal but have not replied. 


NYSE Ends Day Lower 
As Bank Stocks Skid 
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NEW YORK — Recurring con- 
cerns about foreign-debt problems 
caused strong selling pressure in 
bank stocks, causing prices to dose 
moderately lower Friday on the 
New York Stock Exchange. 

Blue chip stocks rallied in tbe 
final hour and the Dow Jones in- 
dustrial average, which had been 
down 13 points at midsession, end- 
ed off 164 points at 1248.88. 

Declines led gains, by 1,004-581. 
Volume grew to 91.64 million 
shares from 86 million Thursday. 

Analysts attributed Friday’s sd- 
loff in bank stocks to mounting 
fears (bar Brazil may be unable to 
repay its international loans, about 
$22 billion of which are owed to 
U.S. banks. [Story on Page 9.J 

However, analysts said that they 
believed that the Brazilian prob- 
lems would ultimately be resolved 
and there is little baas for market 
concern. 

“We think tins is overdone,” said 
Thomas Brown, a bank analyst at 
Merrill Lynch & Co. 

As the concerns eased late in the 
day, investors even gave bank 
stocks the benefit of the doubt and 
prices recovered slightly.

MANILA — The Philippines 
has problems repaying about S3 
billion of foreign debts maturing in 
the next three months. Prime Min- 
ister C&sar Virata said at a news 
oottference Friday. He added that 
mme of these debts would be re- 
scheduled. 

Hus was the first time that an 
rtffirinl estimate has been made 
public of the money involved in the 
Philippine government request for 
a 90-day suspension of payments of 
foreign debts falling due between 
October and early January. 

The Central Bank at tbe Philip- 
pines put the country’s foreign debt 
at SI 8 billion. But Morgan Guaran- 
ty Trust, a nugor lender, said last 
week the Philippines' total foreign 
debt stood at S20.8 billion at the 
end of last year, of which $9.1 bfl- 
Kon was doe this year. Government 
officials have said that the Philip- 
pines needed about S2J billion for 
debt servicing this year, $800 mil- 
lion of which would be for long- 
term loans. 


Mr. Virata told reporters that the 
Philippines ran into repayment 
problems because credit lines that 
are normally given for a year were 
renewed only for three months. 

“The situation has become such 
that all of what we used to pay over 
a long period was compressed to 
about three mouths," Mr. Virata 
said. 

He said the Philippines would 
normally be able to pay the amount 
but the possibility of a rollover of 
tbe debt in tbe current political 
situation was very poor. 

The domestic political crisis was 
set off by the assassination in Ma- 
nila Aug. 21 of Benigno S. Aquino 
Jr„ a leading opposition political 
leader. Since then business confi- 
dence in 'the Marcos regime has 
fallen, helping to bring on a 21- 
percent devaluation in the Philip- 
pine peso amid large-scale pur- 
chases of dollars. The drop in tbe 
country's foreign reserves has cre- 
ated the problems in making for- 
eign debt repayments.

He said a “perfect example” 
would be the formation of a royalty 
trust. 

Such a trust could include the 
company’s mature ofl weQs and 
pay the royalty income from those 
wells directly to the shareholders 
instead of first to the corporation 
and then to shareholders. By di- 
rectly paying royalties to share- 
holders, such an entity would avoid 
double corporate taxation. And the 
tax, advantage of the depletion al- 
lowance on those wdls would be 
renewed and also passed on to 
those shareholders. 

Some analysts said it was highly 
unlikely that a major integrated ofl 
company would create such a crust. 
They noted that when trust shares 
were distributed, shareholders 
would have to pay taxes on those 
shares as if they were dividends.

nia. 

-They noted that IBM has moved 
into a number of new markets in 
the past two years, and Monday the 
company signaled its intent to ex- 
pand its role in the office- automa- 
tion business with the presenting of 
a series of new products. 

Frank Gens, analyst with the 
Boston-based Yankee Group mar- 
ket-research company, said that 
less than 1 percent of IBM revenue 


now come from data-processing 
services. Bui he said that figure 
could reach nearly 10 percent by 
1990. 

He said IBM may hope to boost 
revenue from “networking,” in 
which a data-processing company 
shuttles information between a dir 
ent’s distant offices, and from re- 
mote-data services, in which a firm 
handles Ham processing via tele- 
phone lines. 

“It makes sense that IBM would 
be trying to grow in this kmd of 
omnibus data-processing busi- 
ness,” Mr. Gens said. “All sorts of 
companies are trying to get into it." 

He said a larger remote-data-ser- 
vices business would be useful to 
IBM because it would increase its 
contacts with small business and 
professional offices, which are 
large purchasers of such services. 

The three IBM units are far- 
flung. According to the spokesman, 
the IBM Information Network has 
operations in Tampa, Florida, andr 
corporate headquarters in Green- 
widi, Connecticut. The Informa- 
tion Programming Services has 
staff in Atlanta and Dallas, while 
Information Systems Services has 
its head quarters in Irving, Texas.

r J~'HE Best American Short Stones 2983” is a 


brave title indeed when yon think of the 


considerations involved in arriving at such a judg- 

L the 


meat: the large number of stones published, 
wide range of subjects, styles and sensibilities, the 
difficulty of comparing thing s that are by definition 
incomparable. Anne Tyler, editor for this year's 
anthology and a highly regarded writer of fiction 
herself, is not visibly in timidated. Her choices are 
strongly colored by her tastes, ardently idiosyncrat- 
ic, which, in my opinion, is better than trying to 
make “disinterested" or “objective" decisions. At 
least we know where she stands. 

In her charming introduction, she tells us what 
separates, for her, “a wonderful short story from a 
moidy good one.” She says, “it seems to me that 
almost every really lasting short story contains at 
least one moment of stillness that serves as a kind of 
pivot." And, "all really satisfying stories can gener- 
ally be described as spendthrift” She extends the 


ithrift” to mean “profligate” with male- 
"generous” in conception. 

It’s a good idea, surely, to think of a story as 
spendthrift, as holding back nothing that belongs, 
yet I wonder at her applying that ward to the 
Raymond Carver story in tins collection. The story, 
titled “Where Tm Calueg From,” is about a woman 
chimney sweep and her alcoholic husband, and 
Tyler asks, “Why didn’t Raymond Carver save up 
his glorious lady chimney sweep and wrench a novel 
out of her?" 


I can think of several reasons. 1 was surprised, for 
example, to find myself reading even a short story 

• hnnl . - - - 


about a chimney sweep. While it’s an honest job, I 
fed anatural skepticism about a chimney sweep as a 
subject for a short story. Something tells me that 
Carver expects us to care about this charac ter, not in 
spite of her chimney sweeping, but because of it 
She’s an oddity, a conversation piece, almost a 
grotesque: Behind the story is the fact that Carver 
himself probably thinks it’s surprising to read about 
a chimney sweep. To my nrind, he’s exploiting her in 
. a convoluted way. 


Occasionally, Tyler is willing to forgive an other- 
wise undistinguished story for the sake of a “still 


that you almost have to be a mechanic to find the 
metaphor in it. Carolyn Chute’s “Offie. oh . . ." 
cetTftis unconvincing a n d terribly melodramatic to 
me. It’s about a widow who first freezes off her 
fingertips, toes and ears by laying, in bekw-zero 
weather, under her dead husband’s truck. Later on, 
she is run over and killed when she repeats this act. 
As the children throw themselves on their dead 
mother's body, Chute offers us this sentence, “As 
with blueberry jam their fingers were dipped a 
sticky purple:” 

My favorites in “The Best American Stories 
1983” are Laurie Colwin’s “Mistress" and Larry 
Woiwode’s “Fast Bom." "Mistress” is about a man 
who has an elegant wife and a mistress who is 
sloppy on the surface bat so elegant beneath it that 
she can hardly bear the untidiness of human love: 
An adulterous affair, she observes, offers us “a 
secret context ont of reality.” It’s the kind of love 
about which there’s nothing to do. It exists without 
generating workable suggestions, except for the 
original impulse. 

“First Bom" is a fine study of a shaky marriage, 
in which the wife is about to have a baby that her 
husband is not sure is his. When she loses the baby, 
what they learn about love and about themselves is 
splendidly evoked I just wish, thoug h, that the 
husband had not kicked his pregnant wife down a ' 
flight of stairs. Even romanticism has its limits.

“I always tell the journalists 
who come to see me,” she says, 
sittin g up Straight and tiny, “that 
1 haven't the memory of the past” 
She can remember her parts and 
who she played them with, she 
says, but no dates, no facts. “And 
anyway,” she adds, she whom die 
French consider invented the sto- 
ry of living happily ever after,

Meanwhile, Renaud goes on 
working. There were 35 conseo 
five days of rehearsal for Duras’s 
first theater production, “Savan- 
nah Bay,” winch worked an inter- 
esting transmutation on the prose 
of Paris critics: thdr panegyric on 
Re nau d’s performance read like 
poems. The newspaper Le Monde 
said her voice was as natural as a 
loaf erf bread sitting on a table, 
and compared her face to a hiero- 
glyph, chiseled and indelible. 

Renaud shares the stage with 
Bulle Ogier, who in the play may 
or may not be her granddaugh t er, 
and she says the younger actress 
also shares with her a certain way 
of acting. She isn't gping to be 
more precise — the question is 
made to seem presumptuous — 
for that is for the critics to say. 
One admirer, Henry de Monther- 
lant, whose first play “The Dead 
Queen," she starred in, said of 
her. “A perfect, delicate diction; 
the instrument and the artist a 
seamless whole. . . . Patience 
and effort are smoothed away; art 
masking its art” 

Renaud herself has said, “The 
essence lies not in resembling the 
diaracter, but in a certain way erf 
feeling." She doesn't ex pr e s s it 
very well though she abdicates 

dignity .‘one^feds that she is hap- 
pier when words are put into her 
mouth and that she has always 
prefeired to leave the talking to 
her “dear Jean- Louis.” She has 
never played Phbdxe or Lady 
Macbeth; in 1928 , when she re- 
fused the part of Joan of Arc in 
Cad Drey ex's film because she 
didn’t want to have her hair 
shaved off, she was more at home 
in a crinoline. 

But that wasn't the whole story. 
After her fair share of classics, 
after the films she made with Jean 
Gabin, Gaude Dauphin and 
Jean-Pkrre Aomori t, “1 just went 
peacefully on.” She was already a 
star, and married with a child by 
the director Charles GrauvaL, 
when she was cast in a film oppo- 
site (he firebrand Barrault, 10 
years her junior. Their marriage 
in 1940 was a turning point:

By the 197(h), she had found 
new rotes, and the audiences kept 
coming.
